types ot industries, they have yet to file 
their first compensation claim. fact, 
they have proved to be the safest work- 
men any industry The reasons are 
easy understand.

have not been thoroughly studied the 
ordinary factory respect what may 
constitute dangerous procedure. For 
examp le, most superintendents, if asked 
which hand would use touch 
moving drill when guiding into the 
various holes movable jig, will 
rey ‘Neither.’ 

facts the case are that the 
right hand the operator must always 
kept the drill handle, but the left 
hand free touch the side the 
drill, and when done this manner, 
turn the worm has tendency 
throw the fingers away from it. re- 
quires only very light touch guide 
the drill into the proper part the jig, 
and short period operation teaches 

blind person what angle and dis- 
tance move the jig line 
exactly with the drill and thereby 
reduce the amount contact touch.

cushions, putting tires wheels and 
inflating them, assembling seat frames, 
and assembling body parts with the use

Last year his department produced 
payroll benefits approximately six 
and one-half times the amount 
subsidy involved, and during the past 
six these payrolls have aggregated 
some six hundred thousand dollars 
the blind people Canada.

Eugenies can never panacea for all
